There is no doubt that I have been the subject of federal surveillance is 
not other intrusions into my life and our Sights, ^rocato's and Davis' long delays in 
not doing *hat they com.it.tod themselves to do to Judge 1 'homsen may be par for them 
or for thab otsice, but the lact remains tliat it was damaging to us. Whether or not 
then is or can be any c- rtainty, I believe I am entitled to this information and to 
see if it bears on improprieties that may relate to the civil action. 

by mail stilu comes opened from time to time. The roost recent case was only 
last week. The one before that could not have been accidental, for it wa« mail ed 
only the day before in “ew York and I picked it up in the local post office 8 a.m. 
or so the next morning, it was not possible for it to have boon delivered to some- 
one who liad opened it by mistake and put it back in the mails. 

You know I have proofs, including carbon copies of CIA surveillance on my public 
appearances, whether or not this was carried further, a blabbermoutliing assistant U.ii. 
Attorney in '«a;hL. ton tola my lawyer in the SOI case of which you know when 1 was in 
to see him, accurately, save for the fact that I did not go to his office to see him and 
no wasn t in, which can mean only surveill. nee, not tapping, and Watergate disclosures 
now establish that the I HI twice, rather on two phones and repeatedly, intercepted 
my conversations with two former White house aides of the Ji’k period, both lawyers. 

I don t believe I ever talked to either except in connection with writing and publish- 
ing. on the plione of on the arrangements tliat led to publication of my last book were 
made. I await the balance ol the advance on it, the remainders I bought, and if anything 
couli. have seen done to kill tliat boon that wasn't, 1 can t think of it 0 lwiybo the 
publisher was that kind of self-destroyer, but I see no reason to assume no other pos- 
sibility. And when. the post office lied to “ac ^atidas about this after telling me 
there was a mail-fraud casa, is there not at least basis for suspicion. 

J.I10 government iiao absued us enough, as you anu newin have said, no cause we are 
untitled to this inf oraation and because I would like to got what little relief might 
be possible from tide kind of fascist abuse, I do hope you will pursue tido.
